Europe 
Needs Bread 


It is to be hoped that the “Mar- 
shall Plan” will be substituted for 
the badly conceived, jerry-built 
Truman “doctrine.” Presumably, 
before giving voice to his plan, 
Secretary Marshall sought and ob- 
tained the approval of President 
Truman, but Presidential approval 
one day does not mean Presiden- 
tial adherence the next. 

In this connection it is well to 
remember Henry A. Waliaces un 
happy experience with his Madi 
son Square Garden speech which 
had been approved in advance Dy 
the President. It is becoming more 
clear every day that neither 
Greece nor Turkey is the right 
approach to a solution of the trou 
les tnat le bevond the Atlantic 
However, President Truman is 
sometimes a tenacious man at the 
wrong time. But Secretary Mar 
shall, before this, has driven 
through to his objective and I 
nope that he will do this time 

Secretary Marshall's proposal 
holds out the only hope to solve 
the problems of Europe if Rus- 
sia continues to be intransigent, 
or even if Russia, as is to be 
hoped, pulls with the team in-

stead of holding back Secretary | 


Marshall's approach to the dis- 
tressing European question is 
via Western Europe. He does not 
propose a solution in terms of 
huge armaments and marching 
men, but in terms of rehabili- 
tation and reconstruction. Ap- 
parently Secretary Marshall re- 
alizes that Communism cannot 
be held in check by bullets. The 
only way to hold back Commu- 
nism is by bread. And the best 
bread for this purpose is bread 
that is won by those who sub- 
sist on it. 

Once again, time 
of the essence. It was in the early 
days of the war that England and 
Russia bought time time 
dearly paid for by bombed cities 
and millions of slain and 
wracked human bodies. But now 
it 1s our turn to pay for the nec- 
essary time’ and we must pay in 
the full knowledge that the pre- 
is des- 
perately short. And that the time 
is short, and therefore probably 
more expensive than it otherwise 
might have been, is attested by 
the fact that the sun has already 
spent its longest day this year in 
the North. Soon it will begin again 
to spiral southward. The days will 
grow shorter in Western Europe as 
well as in the United States and 

leak and cold Winter will begin 
to turn the leaves into clear yel- 
lows, browns and bright gold. 


FOOD MUST BE in good sup- 
Dly in Western Europe before the 
first frost comes, Northern Eu- 
rope will need more than the Gulf 
Stream to keep it from freezing 
It will require coal. It desperate 
ly needed it last winter. Western 
Europe needs coal, not only for 
warmth but for the necessary re 
vival of industry and for turning 
the wheels of transportation. Only 
today are people beginning to talk 
about the possibility of getting 
enough coal out of the Ruhr to 
serve at least some of the needs 
of Western Europe. 

But Western Europe will need 
more than bread and coal to re- 
store confidence and hope. West- 
ern Europe will need a recon- 
struction of its industrial life. 
For years, one of the most diffi- 
cult questions involving our own 
economy has been our excess 
cotton. Why not send to Europe 
what we can spare, and, if neces- 
sary, plan on a greater acreage 
for next year so that we can con- 
tinue to send cotton abroad? 

If we should send cotton and 
other raw materials. of which we 
have a surplus, to Western Europe
